Holsteins at Toronto. 
Larger classes and stronger competi- 
tion marked the Holsteins when they 
entered the ring. Size, capacity and 


large production is fheir merit, and 
their votaries are both numerous and 
enthusiastic. Four grand bulls were 


led into the ring in response to the call 
for aged bulls, and the prize was award- 
ed to the exhibit of James Rettie of 
Norwich, Cornelia’s Posch, a grand in- 
dividual, with all the requisites for a 
superior herd bull to recommend him 
for the position. Second honors went 
to G. W. Clemons of St. George for 
Sir Mercedes Teake, a large and strong 
bull of good points. W. H. Simmons 
of New Durham got in for third with 
Prince Pauline De Kol, bred by H. 
Bollert, and fourth was R. F. Hicks, 
Newtonbrook, Ontario. The two-year- 


old class was also a battle-ground for 
some good ones, first going to George 
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Rice, Tillsonburg, for Brookbank But- 
ter Bacon, with second to Rettie, third 
to W. H. Simons, and fourth to C. J. 
Gilroy & Son, Glen Buell, Ontario. In 
yearling bulls Gilroy & Son won first, 
with A. C. Hallman Rettie 
third and Clemons fourth.

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It is the policy of 
A Parcel Posts. the Hotsrein - FRiE- 
SIAN Wortp to sup- 
port all measures, whether public or pri- 
vate, that seems to it to be fair, and 
conserve the interests not only of the 
Holstein breeder but of the general 
farmer as well ,and we wish to place it, 
after careful consideration, on record as 
favoring the establishment of a parcels 
post in connection with our present U. 
S. postal system. 

This paper believes that a parcels post 
in connection with rural delivery would 
not only be a great convenience to the 
rural population, but serve to curb the 
greed of the express companies, whose 
present charges are little less than ex- 
tortion. 

It would seem that about all that is 
Recessary to install such a service is to 
extend the present four-pqund limit on 
fourth class matter and reduce the post- 
age to a reasonable charge. 


A comparison of the parcels service in 


other countries will afford some idea as 
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to what a reasonable charge should be: 
Great Britain carries 11-pound parcels 
throughout her territory for 25c. 
Germany carries similar parcels for 
12¢. 
Switzerland performs a similar servife 
for 8c. 
In the United States a four-pound 
That such 


a charge as this latter is not necessary 


parcel (the limit) costs 64e. 


is proven by our second-class mail mat- 
ter charge, and the attitude of the ex- 
press companies towards the same. 

Second-class mail matter, in packets 
from one pound to a 220-pound mail 
sack, is carried at one cent a pound. The 
express companies have underbid this 
rate, and are now carrying by far the 
larger part of the second-class matter. 

In view of these facts there seems to 
be no justice or sense in the present limit 
and prohibitive charge for fourth-class 
mail matter, and the only reason that it 
is not modified is that the government is 
being held up by the express companies. 

Every farmer should see to it that in 
every possible way his influence is 
thrown in favor of a consistent parcels 
service in connection with our postal 
system.

Enclosed find statement of analysis of 
the cotton seed meal sent out by Hugh 
Pettit & Co., Memphis, Tenn. 

Ammonia, from 8 to II per cent.; ni- 
trogen, not less than 7 per cent.; pro- 
tein, from 43 to 47 per cent.; crude oil 
and fat, from 9 to II per cent. 


How should we. interpret this state- 
ment? Does the 43 to 47 per cent. of 
protein include the 7 per cent. of ni- 
trogen? 

Is protein always uniform in 
amount of combined nitrogen? 

—J. P. Brown, Norwich, N. Y. 

Answer :— 

In the ordinary chemical analysis of 
fodders, protein is taken to be 6.25 times 
the amount of nitrogen present. As a 
matter of fact, no effort is made to de- 
termine the amount of the various pro- 
teids in fodders, but the nitrogen is de- 
termined and the result multiplied by 
6.25 is called protein. In very many 
cases also it is reported simply as N.x 


6.25. In this case, 7 per cent. of nitro- 
gen being guaranteed, it would mean a 
minimum of 7 times 6.25, or 43.75 per 
cent. as the mimimum of protein pres- 
ent. Protein, or the various proteids 
grouped under this name, is not uni- 
form in the amount of nitrogen present, 
but in all discussions upon feeds and 
feeding problems, protein is treated as 
though it contained a uniform amount 
of nitrogen.
